Bill No. 9 op 1961 

r A Bill to authorise advocates of the Supreme Court to practise as of right 

in any High Court. 

Bk it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title and extent. — (1) This Act may be called the Supreme 

Court Advocates (Practice in High Courts) Act, 1061. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India exoept the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

2, Right of Supreme Court Advocate# to practise in any Sigh OouiW* 

Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian Bar Councils Act, 1920 
(XXXVIII of 1926)', or in any other law regulating the conditions subject 
to which a person not entered in the roll of Advocates of a High Court 
may be permitted to practise in that High Court, every Advocate of the 
Supreme Court shall be entitled as of right to practise m any High Court 
whether or not he is an Advocate of that High Court: 
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Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to entitle any 
person, merely by reason of his being an Advocate of the Supreme Court, — 

(а) to plead or to act in any High Court in the exercise of it# 
original jurisdiction; or 

(б) to practise in a High Court of which he was at any time a 
Judge, if he had given an undertaking not to praotise therein after 
ceasing to hold office as such Judge. 

Explanation . — In this section, "High Court" includes the Court of a 
, Judicial Commissioner. 


STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS 

With the establishment of the Supreme Court, there has arisen the 
meed for the constitution of a united Bar for the whole of India. It in 
proposed that as a first step in this direction, all Advocates of the Supreme 
Court should be entitled as of right to praotise, that is, plead as well afl 
.act, in any High Court, including a Judicial Commissioner’s Court. The 
■Supreme Court Rules provide inter alia that a person must have been 
.enrolled as an Advocate of a High Court for at least seven ygars before 
he could be enrolled as an advocate of the Supreme Court. While 
ordinarily the practice of an Advocate of the Supreme Court- would be 
confined to that Court and to his own High Court, there might well be 
occasions for him to appear before other High Courts. The roles of the 
various High Courts ou the matter are not unifonn. The present Bill to 
intended to achieve such uniformity by providing that every Advocate 
of the Supreme Court shall be entitled to practise as of right in any High 
'Court otherwise than on, its original side.

Bill* No. 10 of 1961 

A Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further sums from 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the service of the year 
ending on the 31 st day of March, 1951. 

Bh it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title.— This Act may be called the Appropriation Act, 1951. 

2. Issue of Ha. 33,18,05,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of India for 
the year 1960-51.— From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there 
may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of 
the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of thirty-three croree, 
eighteen lakhs and five thousand rupees towards defraying the several 
charges which will come in course of payment during the year endirig on the 
81st day of March, 1951, in. respect of the services specified m column 2 of 
the Schedule. 

3. Appropriation, — The sums authorised to be paid and applied Rom 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropria- 
ted for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation 
to the year ending on the 31st day of March, 1951. 

•■The President has, in pursuance of clause* (1) and (3) of article 117 of the Constitution 

of India, recommended to Parliament, the introduction and consideration of the Bill.
